IV t r s . louise G. Fisher is known to hundreds of leprosy 
sufferers in Indio as "Mother Fisher." A registered nurse, 
widowed in 1934, she enlisted for Christian service overseas 
with the American Board, now part of the United Church 
Board for World Ministries. 
In 1954 with two other trained nurses, a laboratory tech­ 
nician, a healed leper and on old ambulance to carry sup­ 
plies, Mrs. Fisher established her Roadside leprosy Clinic. 
That first day, 12 lepers turned up. They came fearing th# 
police would take them away to leper colonies where they 
would be practically prisoners. Through faith, backed up by 
love and compassion, Mrs. Fisher taught them that they had 
nothing to fear. Soon they told others of the wonderful things 
that were happening under the great banyan tree. Mora 
came to be healed and to learn of the teachings of Jesus. 
Today her work continues as on effective witness to a living 
faith in Christian action.

A LONG JOURNEY 
The Great Society is not so mu ch a goal 
as a jou rney . 
It was a jou rney the first settlers were 
on when “they saw the coast of a new 
world,” to b orrow words from President 
Johnson’s State of the Union message 
It is a jou rney ou r children will take u p 
after u s. 
Thou gh the goal of the Great Society is 
an ideal alway s b efore u s. alway s b ey ond 
ou r grasp, there are many stages along 
the way toward it, many secondary goals 
we mu st achiev e. 
The President ou tlined a long list of 
them. Some were specific, su ch as in­ 
creased aid to edu cation, retraining of dis­ 
placed wo rkers, raising of the minimu m 
wage, new attacks on crime and delin­ 
quency . 
Others were more general, su ch as seek­ 
ing the peace, strengthening the economy , 
impro v ing “the qu ality of life for all.” 
The emphasis of the President’s mes­ 
sage was o n the domestic front. Thou gh 
wo rld affairs will continu e to draw u pon ou r 
energy and cou rage, “today ,” he said, “we 
can turn increased attention to the charac­ 
ter o f American life.” 
This is b ecau se “we are in the midst of 
the greatest u psu rge of economic well­ 
b eing in the history of any nation.” 
. Yet it is a well-b eing that millions do not 
share. It is a lopsided prosperity , a society 
with certain flaws which can no longer b e 
tolerated. 
Fo r the first time the nation has the 
means and the will to attack the root 
causes o f pov erty and other social ills. We 
hav e the elev enth-hou r challenge to con­ 
serv e the b eau ty and resou rces of ou r land 
for future generations. 
Wt hav e the u nprecedented opportu nity 
to sho w the world that ou r material pros­ 
perity is no flu ke, b u t that it and ou r 
dream o f a good life for all men are nat­ 
u ral co nsequences of free gov ernment b y 
free men. 
No wr that the nation has had time to 
weigh the President’s words it is ev ident 
that they were less a b lu eprint than an ex­ 
ho rtatio n, despite his calm, measu red man­ 
ner o f speaking. He promised detailed pro­ 
posals for national action in the coming 
weeks. 
Mr. Johnson was giv en an ov erwhelm­ 
ing mandate b y the people in Nov emb er. 
He has a fresh Congress well-disposed to­ 
ward the co urse he has charted for the 
natio n. 
Undou b tedly , there will b e setb acks, fail­ 
u res, changes of direction. Bu t the John­ 
so n Era has fairly b egu n.

NEW YORK iN E A )—F or all the thou sands 
of miles we fly ev ery y ear, w e hav e nev er really 
learned what makes an airplane stay u p. 
We know the b asic scientific principles, of 
cou rse, su ch as wearing a b lu e tie and nev er 
closing y ou r c>es du ring night flights, not ev en 
for a second. 
Bu t as to u nderstanding the actu al mechanics 
of the process, we hav e asked the qu estion many 
times and hav e nev er b een ab le to get a straight 
answer. Sooner or later y ou mu st prepare y ou r­ 
self to hear: 
| 
‘ You know how a b ird flies. Well, an airplane 


For some reason, y ou are not allowed to talk 
ab ou t airplanes u nless y ou are willing to talk 
ab ou t b irds first. Bu t what one has to do with 
the other is somewhat remote as any b ody knows 
who has e\or gone any where b y b ird. 
We hav e taken some time to explain this prob ­ 
lem b ecau se we had a rather distu rb ing conv ersa­ 
tion the other morning with a fellow named John 
Senev on the su b ject on b irds and fly ing. 
Mr. Seney is a Mary land scientist employ ed 
b y the Du Pont Co. who has recently emb arked 
on a series of experiments in his home lab oratory 
with a b u zzard called Leonardo. It is Mr. Seney ’s 
hope that Leonardo will open the rou te for man 
to learn to fly u nder his own power, the way a 
b ird does. 
"The immediate prob lem.” Mr. Sency told u s. 
"is to find ou t how the b ird does it. For all the 
| research that has b oon condu cted into areody - 
namics in this jet age. there is su rprisingly little 
in the literatu re on the way b irds fly .” 
To remedy the situ ation, Mr. Seney and an 
assistant are presently in the first phase of mon­ 
itoring Leonardo’s metab olism, motions, mu scu ­ 
latu re and so on. In the meantime, Mr. Seney is 
planning the equ ipment and experiments neces­ 
sary to stu dy ing the b ird’s in-flight operation. 
Now, we certainly hav e b etter sense than to 
ask a scientist disrespectfu l qu estions ab ou t his 
work. Bu t we cou ld not imagine why the fellow 
was stu dy ing a b ird when it was actu ally a per­ 
son who wou ld b e doing the fly ing. 
In the first place, as we u nderstand it, a 
six-foot man weighing 175 pninds wou ld need a 
36-foot span to approximate the b ird’s hardware. 
And in the second place, we are not conv inced 
that b irds know* ev ery thing ab ou t fly ing as thev 
are forev er crashing into trees and b u ildings and 
hardly ev er make night flights. 
Bu t of cou rse y ou will not conv ince any b ody 
of that in these scientific times, and y ou may as 
well resign y ou rself to it. You simply are not al­ 
lowed to talk ab ou t any thing u nless y ou are will­ 
ing to talk ab ou t b asic research first, and pref­ 
erab ly if it nas to do with animals too small to 
sec with the naked ey e. 
A b ird is acceptab le, b u t only so long as no­ 
b ody mistakes y ou r meaning. 
I ’d appreciate it.” Mr. Seney told u s. "if y ou ’d 
phrase what y ou hav e to say v ery carefu lly . I 
wou ldn’t want any b ody experimenting with fly ing 
u nder his own power and doing damage to him­ 
self on my accou nt.” 
In that regard, we alway s try to b e carefu l 
ab ou t ou r phrases. Bu t we mu st confess that we 
do not agree with Mr. Seney ’s reasons for it. To 
ou r way of thinking, the proper stu dy of man in 
flight is someb ody who has tried it and — if pos­ 
sib le — su cceeded. 
I . 
,'Tk) y ou think any b ody wou ld actu ally try 
it?" we asked hopefu lly . 
Well, 
Mr. Seney said, "now that y ou men- 
i tion it I got a call v ery , v ery late one night from 
a fellow who said he cou ld fly . Said he had flown. 
Said he had learned it from the dead.” 
"Did y ou get his nam e?” we asked. 
"No,” Mr. Seney said. "W hy ?” 
There is ab solu tely nothing y ou can da with 
these scientists.

QUESTION OF MOTIVE 
There hav e b een a lot of more or less 
educated gu esses ab ou t why y ou ng people 
are so attracted to cigarette smoking, b u t 
no o ne has any v ery clear answers. This 
is what giv es special importance to a project 
being u ndertaken b y the Atlantic Cou nty 
Medical Society in Atlantic City , N. J. 
Under the au spices of this medical grou p, 
so me 25,000 pu pils in pu b lic and parochial 
scho o ls will b e asked to answer a qu estion­ 
naire abo ut smoking. The intent is to learn 
why so me y ou ngsters in grades 5 throu gh 
12 take u p smoking, and what impels some 
to giv e up smoking after hav ing tride it. 
The reasons for the project are twofold— 
a conv iction among the doctors that re­ 
search shows a link b etween smoking and 
v ario us diseases, and a b elief that the b est 
hope o f cu tting the incidence of su ch dis­ 
ease ov er the long ru n lies in prev entiv e 
work among y ou ng people. 
This is a sou nd approach, one that medi­ 
cal and health grou ps elsewhere wou ld do 
well to emu late. The figu res show plainly 
that great nu mb ers of y ou ng people are 
attracted to smoking. The salient factors in 
this attractio n—social pressu re, the sedu c­ 
tio ns o f TV adv ertising that show’ hand­ 
so me y o ung people enjoy ing cigarettes in 
glamo ro us surro undings, and so on — are 
no t y et w'ell u nderstood. 
Befo re the y o ung can b e weaned away 
fro m a habit that may seriou sly hu rt their 
well-being in later y ears, mu ch more needs 
to be disco v ered ab ou t motiv ation. The At­ 
lantic Co unty Medical Society ’s project is 
a go o d start

let them wo rry abo ut it? 
If y ou don’t b eliev e this, how ab ou t treating 
her lie to a little more openness of y ou r own in­ 
stead of tip-toeing u p and downstairs and gener­ 
ally lu rking ab ou t? 
How ab ou t opening her door 
and say ing: 
"What are we going to do ab ou t this reading 
after b edtime? 
Are y ou going to force me to ask 
y ou r parents to remov e the b u lb from y ou r lamp 
when they go ou t at night—or are y ou going to 
keep it tu rned ou t the wav they expect y ou to 
do?” 
As it is y ou ’v e joined her in her little game 
of deceit b y sneaking ab ou t to catch her in dis­ 
ob edience withou t her knowledge ju st as she 
tries to sneak in post-b edtime reading withou t 
y ou r knowledge. 
W hat she needs is y ou r open
